Many of your comments interest me. One correction: your 5/22 marked 
File: Training camps. (Re pages BF 208-9, F. Fernandez.) You did not remember 
what Bringuier said (10H43 ff.) He was suspicious of IHO when he came in because 
the camp had just been raided (July 3D- 2h an September, when FF was exposed, 
they found some letters he had written to his pro-Castro contact which referred 
to something happening in the first week of August. That ca.used Bringuier 
suspect, in retrospect, that LHO might have somehow been connected with a 
penetration effort related to Fernandez. Bringuier 's testimony is hard to plough 
through but he definitely meant this, not your interpretation. 

Nothing else to add. I'm sending the pages jaBSE you asked for in your note
